The  Official  American 
Legion  School  Award 
Medal  is  for  annual  award 
in  public  and  private  schools,  to 
the  boy  in  the  graduating  class 
who  best  represents  those  quali- 
ties of  character  and  ability 
which,  if  cultivated,  are  calcu- 
lated to  result  in  better  citizen- 
ship. The  award  is  restricted  to 
grammar  schools. 

A similar  medal,  smaller  in 
size  and  appropriately  designed 
for  girls,  is  also  available.  It  is 
to  be  awarded  on  the  basis  of 
zo  per  cent  for  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing qualities : Courage,  Com- 
panionship, Character,  Service 
and  Scholarship.  The  method  of 
award  is  identical  with  that  of 
the  boys’  medal. 

The  awarding  of  these  medals 
should  be  an  annual  affair  with 
your  Post.

The  Medal:  Solid  bronze. 

Basis  op  Award:  The  award  shall  be 
made  on  a basis  of  20  percent  for  each  of 
the  following  qualities. 

Honor:  Strength  and  stability  of  charac- 
ter; high  standards  of  conduct;  keen  sense 
of  what  is  right;  adherence  to  truth  and 
conscience  and  devotion  to  duty  and 
practice  of  clean  speech. 

Courage:  Bravery  in  the  face  of  opposi- 
tion and  danger,  and  grit  to  stand  up  fo.- 
the  right  and  do  one’s  duty. 

Scholarship:  Scholastic  attainment;  evi- 
dence of  industry  and  application  in 
studies. 

Leadership:  Ability  to  lead  and  to  ac- 
complish through  group  action. 

Service:  Kindliness,  unselfishness,  fel- 
lowship; protection  of  the  weak  and  pro- 
motion of  the  interests  and  welfare  of 
associates  without  hope  of  personal  reward. 

Method  of  Award:  Your  Post  will  select 
the  boy  who  is  to  receive  the  award  after 
consultation  with  the  teachers  and  the 
members  of  the  eighth  grade  class  who 
will  vote  separately  on  the  five  qualifica- 
tions as  set  forth  in  the  basis  of  the  award.
